Some  of  my  predecessors  stated 
that  the  most  difficult  task  of  being 
president  of  TNA  was  coming  up 
with  subjects  and  comments  for  this 
monthly  column  we  call  the  “Presi¬ 
dent’s  Message.”  I  have  not  had 
that  specific  problem.  What  I  have 
had  difficulty  with  is  finding  and 
properly  managing  the  time  to  put 
the  words  on  paper  to  share  with 
you. 

What  a  great  spring  this  has  been 
for  coin  collectors  and  numisma 
tists! 

My  excitement  began  this  year  in 
Dallas  at  the  ANA  Early-Spring 
Convention  held  at  the  INFO- 
MART.  What  a  great  way  to  start 
the  year!  It  was  a  fine  show  with 
hundreds  of  dealers  from  all  over 
the  globe.  Many  of  the  world’s  lead¬ 
ing  dealers  and  numismatists  were 
there.  The  ever  popular  Bureau  of 
Engraving  and  Printing  million 
dollar  exhibit  and  the  U.S.  Mint 
booth  enjoyed  a  great  deal  of  public 
attention  as  well.  This  show  is  ot 
great  importance  and  value  to  us 
here  in  Texas  because  there  is 
availability  and  selectivity  of 
numismatic  material  that  is  not 
usually  seen  at  our  smaller  shows.

Author,  lecturer  and  catal- 
oger  Walter  Breen  held  court  at  our 
TNA  table  and  we  are  pleased  to 
announce  that  he  will  be  one  of  our 
featured  participants  on  the  educa¬ 
tional  seminar  panel  at  our  1992 
convention  in  Fort  Worth. 

Frank  E.  Clark  III  and  I  manned 
the  TNA  table  that  was  provided  so 
graciously  by  ANA.  Members  of  the 
Dallas  Coin  Club,  Garland  Coin 
Club  and  Numismatics  Internation¬ 
al  also  assisted  us  and  a  number  of 
new  TNA  members  were  recruited.  I 
believe  that  the  Dallas  and  Garland 
Coin  Clubs,  NI  and  the  American 
Society  of  Check  Collectors  ob¬ 
tained  some  new  members  as  well 
from  our  combined  recruiting  effort. 
Many  of  our  fellow  TNA  members 
stopped  by  to  rest,  chat  and  share 
their  new  acquisitions  with  us. 
What  a  wonderful  time  we  had! 
That  is  what  this  hobby  is  all  about. 
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If  you  were  unable  to  attend  this 
year’s  event,  you’d  better  prepare 
now  for  next  year.  The  ANA  will 
come  to  Dallas  again  to  see  if  we 
will  support  them.  We  didn’t  do  very 
well  this  year.  It  may  have  been  the 
economy  or  it  could  have  been  the 
let  down  after  the  shooting  war  was 
over.  It  certainly  was  not  the  wea¬ 
ther.  It  could  not  have  been  more 
beautiful.  I  suppose  that  it  was 
really  lethargy  and  lassitude.  Un¬ 
fortunately,  that  one  terrible  creep¬ 
ing  and  debilitating  disease  is  crip¬ 
pling  and  killing  many  of  our  small 
coin  clubs  and  local  coin  shows. 
Please  help  fight  it!  Pledge  to  be¬ 
come  more  active  and  then  do  it! 
Where  will  you  buy  your  coins  when 
these  shows  no  longer  come  to  our 
towns?  Where  will  you  find  your 
numismatic  material  when  the 
dealers  you  formerly  patronized  go 
out  of  business  for  lack  of  activity? 
Who  will  buy  your  collection  when 
the  hobby  dies?  The  ANA  will  be 
back  in  1992  only  if  we  can  convince 
them  that  Dallas  is  a  good  site  for 
their  annual  show.  Their  original 
plan  was  to  base  their  Early-Spring 
Convention  in  Dallas  each  year  for 
the  next  five  years.  This  year’s 
attendance  and  participation  was 
so  poor  that  some  of  the  governors 
wanted  to  meet  elsewhere  next  year. 
Other  governors  wanted  to  stay  at 
least  another  year  to  see  if  condi¬ 
tions  would  improve. 

I  have  been  working  with  ANA 
governor  Jim  Halperin  to  convince 
ANA  that  they  should  remain  in 
Dallas  for  a  few  years  to  give  the 
show  an  opportunity  to  stabilize.  If 


you  want  the  ANA  Early-Spring  Con¬ 
vention  and  coin  show  to  be  held  in 
Texas  for  the  next  two  to  five  years, 
you  must  act  now!

Don’t  let  that  old  lethargy  convince 
you  that  your  voice  or  your  opinion 
doesn’t  count  —  or  —  that  someone 
else  will  do  it  so  you  won’t  need  to. 
Wrong,  wrong,  wrong!!  It  takes  you 
to  do  it  and  it  should  be  done  today. 

While  we  are  on  the  subject  of 
coin  shows,  I  must  mention  the 
South  Plains  Coin  Club’s  annual 
show  held  at  the  Lubbock  Memorial 
Civic  Center  in  mid-March  every 
year.  It  has  to  be  one  of  the  best 
local  or  regional  coin  shows  that  is 
sponsored  by  a  coin  club.  How  one 
club  can  find  so  many  hard  working 
and  willing  volunteers  to  do  all  the 
work  that  it  takes  to  put  on  a  first 
class  show  is  beyond  me,  but  they 
do.  Herman  and  Emma  Jacobs  and 
all  the  other  wonderful  friendly 
members  of  that  club  assure  that 
everyone’s  needs  are  fulfilled  from 
the  dealers  down  to  the  walk-in  cus¬ 
tomers.  They  treat  everyone  with 
warmth  and  affection.  It  is  certain¬ 
ly  an  example  of  West  Texas  hospi¬ 
tality  at  its  very  best.  This  show  is 
held  concurrent  with  a  stamp  show 
and  a  gun  show  in  the  same  civic 
center,  which  almost  guarantees 
success.  Please  plan  to  attend  this 
show  next  March.  You  certainly 
won’t  be  disappointed  no  matter 
how  far  you  must  travel.

Inducted  into  the  Texas  Numis¬ 
matic  Hall  of  Fame  was  Clyde  Hub¬ 
bard  of  Cuernavaca,  Mexico,  inter¬ 
nationally  known  numismatist  and 
author.  The  Hall  of  Fame  is  the 
highest  honor  bestowed  on  a  TNA 
member.  Hubbard  was  not  present 
to  receive  the  honor.  Receiving  the 
Lewis  Reagan  Memorial  Award 
was  Frank  E.  Clark  III,  who  in  the 
opinion  of  a  selection  committee, 
had  contributed  the  most  to  Texas 
numismatics  during  1990.  The  Kal- 
vert  K.  Tidwell  Literary  Award 
went  to  Mac  Kennady  for  his  article 
on  “Medal  of  Honor  Winners  From 
Texas”  published  in  the  TNA 


NEWS;  and  for  having  signed  up 
the  most  new  TNA  members  for 
1990,  Ralph  Ross  won  the  VIP 
Award.

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CURRENCY  EXPERTS  SHARE 
KNOWLEDGE  AT  TNA  FORUM

Those  who  attended  either  of  the 
Educational  Seminar  sessions  at 
the  recent  convention  in  Houston 
were  fortunate  to  listen  to  and  ask 
questions  of  a  group  of  Texas  ex¬ 
perts  who  made  up  the  currency 
panel. 

On  Saturday  Mac  Kennady  intro¬ 
duced  the  panel  made  up  of  Rick 
Medina,  San  Antonio;  John  Cowan, 
Brownsville;  Larry  Smulzenski, 
Austin;  Frank  Clark,  Carrollton; 
and  Allen  Mincho,  Cedar  Park. 

The  first  question  brought  out 
some  informative  comments  by 
Allen  Mincho  on  the  use  of  different 
series  on  U.S.  currency.  Each  series 
has  a  historical  reason  for  being 
issued  and  an  issuing  authority.  It 
was  further  discussed  that  U.S.  cur¬ 
rency,  once  backed  by  metals,  is 
now  simply  backed  by  a  promise  to 
pay.  Legal  tender  status  is  an  obli¬ 
gation  that  the  notes  will  be  ac¬ 
cepted  by  the  government. 

Rick  Medina  showed  the  group  a 
very  interesting  error  note  (only  3 
are  known  to  exist)  from  Mexico.  It 
was  a  1915  Oaxaca  LTn  Peso  with 
the  “Un”  printed  as  “Nu." 

There  was  a  question  and  discus¬ 
sion  about  security  threads  and 
magnetic  fibers.  The  use  of  these  is 
planned  for  U.S.  currency  and  will 
begin  with  the  $100.00  bills.  Many 
countries  already  use  these. 

John  Cowan  was  asked  what 
might  be  an  interesting  collecting 
area  to  concentrate  on  in  Mexico 
currency.  He  stated  that  a  collector 
can  get  confused  very  quickly  with 


Mexico  currency  because  the  field  is 
so  broad.  One  might  choose  to  col¬ 
lect  Mexico  notes  printed  by  the 
American  Bank  Note  Co.  Other 
areas  would  be  collecting  by  state  or 
by  federal  district.  Mexico  currency 
provides  a  large  collecting  area  in 
subject  matter  —  women,  animals, 
birds,  snakes,  to  name  only  a  few. 
Right  now  it  is  still  basically  inex¬ 
pensive  to  collect  Mexico  currency. 

Larry  Smulzenski  was  asked  sev¬ 
eral  questions  on  the  interesting 
collecting  area  of  Military  Payment 
Certificates.  There  are  probably 
over  1,500  different  varieties  of  Phi¬ 
lippines  guerrilla  currency.  It  was 
mentioned  that  some  vignettes  from 
Philippines  notes  were  “borrowed” 
and  can  be  found  on  military  cur¬ 
rency.  There  are  13  series  of  Mil¬ 
itary  Payment  Certificates.  Two 
more  series  are  already  printed  and 
stored  away.  None  were  issued  for 
Operation  Desert  Storm  because  we 
were  in  a  host  country. 

A  question  was  asked  about  the 
rumor  that  a  new  type  of  U.S.  cur¬ 
rency  has  been  printed  and  is  stored 
away.  Frank  Clark  discussed  that 
at  one  time  a  large  quantity  of  U.S 
currency  was  stored  for  security, 
but  much  of  it  has  now  been  re¬ 
leased  or  destroyed. 

This  was  a  very  interesting  Edu¬ 
cational  Seminar.  These  panelists 
should  be  commended  for  sharing 
their  expertise.  Numismatists,  new 
and  old,  are  challenged  to  attend 
these  annual  seminars  where  we 
can  share  our  hobby. 
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The  above  five  currency  experts  conducted  an  educational  forum  in 
two  sessions  during  the  TNA  convention  held  in  Houston.  From  left 
are  John  Cowan  of  Brownsville;  Rick  Medina ,  San  Antonio;  Allen 
Mincho,  Cedar  Park;  Frank  Clark,  Carrollton;  and  Larry  Smulzen- 
ski,  Austin.

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FATHERS  ON  COINS

As  we  honor  our  fathers  on  June 
16th,  let  us  stop  for  a  moment  to 
remember  the  fathers  honored  by 
our  country  on  its  money. 

Most  recent  of  the  coins  honoring 
famous  fathers  is  the  Eisenhower 
dollar.  Begun  in  1971  and  struck  in 
both  40%  and  a  clad  medium  for  the 
first  four  years,  it  pictured  Dwight 
David  Eisenhower.  Earning  fame 
as  a  World  War  II  General  of  the 
Army,  Ike  went  on  to  become  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  United  States.  His  son, 
John,  seems  to  be  known  only  in  the 
shadow  of  this  famous  father  while 
the  third  generation,  David,  mar¬ 
ried  former  President  Nixon's 
younger  daughter. 

The  Kennedy  half  dollar,  pictur¬ 
ing  John  F.  Kennedy,  brings  memo¬ 
ries  of  a  baby  son  saluting  as  his 
father's  casket  passed  during  those 
traumatic  days  in  1963.  Mintage 
figures  make  one  to  wonder  just 
what  has  happened  to  the  half  dol¬ 
lars.  Considering  the  silver  mad¬ 
ness  which  takes  for  granted  that 
no  silver  or  40%  silver  Kennedys 
escaped,  mintage  in  some  subse¬ 
quent  years  has  exceeded  302 
million. 

The  Father  of  our  Country,  por¬ 
trayed  on  the  Washington  quarters 
for  the  past  almost-50  years,  was 
father  also  of  Martha  Curtis’  child¬ 
ren.  Not  much  is  known  about  these 
young  step-children  of  Mr.  Washing¬ 
ton’s,  but  with  an  eye  to  his  own 
youth,  one  surmises  the  cherry  trees 
were  watched  carefully  and  all  the 


hatchets  were  kept  locked  securely 
in  the  tool  shed  at  Mt.  Vernon! 

Franklin  Delano  Roosevelt,  of  the 
dime  of  the  same  name,  also  fath¬ 
ered  a  way  of  life  that  is  remem¬ 
bered  more  vividly  than  his  own 
children.  One  son  married  a  movie 
actress  at  a  time  when  show  busi¬ 
ness  and  show  people  were  still  con¬ 
sidered  rather  down  salt.  The  popu¬ 
lar  25-year  tenure  for  a  coin  design 
has  approached  and  passed  and  we 
are  still  contemplating  a  change  in 
coin  designs. 

Probably  one  of  the  worst  exam¬ 
ples  of  the  engraver’s  art  to  be 
foisted  upon  us  as  coins  in  the  past 
50  or  so  years,  is  the  Jefferson 
nickel.  The  steps  on  Monticello  are 
non-existent  on  most  specimens 
and  when  one  is  found  with  full 
steps  it  fast  approaches  a  miracle. 
Hair  detail  on  the  obverse  is  so  poor 
on  some  coins  that  it  cannot  be  used 
as  a  guide  line  to  grading.  It  was,  in 
the  writer’s  opinion,  a  rather  poor 
tribute  to  the  man  who  “fathered" 
our  Declaration  of  Independence, 
and  helped  lay  the  foundation  of 
our  great  country. 

Somewhere  I  read  that  if  Mr.  Lin¬ 
coln  knew  he  was  pictured  on  our 
one-cent  piece,  he  would  be  most 
pleased.  This  coin  is  handled  most 
by  little  children  and  poor  folks, 
and  both  of  these  were  dear  to  Mr. 
Lincoln’s  heart.  Saddened  by  the

On  September  1990.  the  Board  of  Direc¬ 
tors  approved  the  revised  by-laws  under 
which  we  currently  operate  this  Associ¬ 
ation.  Now  that  we  have  conducted  the 
Association's  business  under  these 
guidelines  for  some  time,  we  have  disco¬ 
vered  several  areas  that  need  to  be  clari¬ 
fied.  expanded,  corrected  or  revised  to 
ensure  that  the  full  spirit  and  intent  of 
the  Board  is  followed. 

I  appointed  the  TNA  By-law  Amend¬ 
ment  Committee  to  accomplish  this  task 
on  a  continuing  basis.  It  is  comprised  of 
Mac  Kennady,  Owen  M.  Smith  and  Bob 
Metzger  with  Mac  serving  as  chairman. 
That  Committee,  our  Secretary,  Chris 
Johns  and  I  have  each  encountered  dif¬ 
ficulties  which  we  believe  should  be  cor¬ 
rected.  They  have  been  reviewed  and  are 
identified  in  the  following  paragraphs 
with  specific  reference  to  the  applicable 
Article  and  Section.  Please  review  these 
proposed  changes  and  be  prepared  to 
vote  on  their  acceptance  at  our  next 
Board  meeting  in  Austin  on  September 
22,  1991. 

As  you  review  the  by-laws  and  study 
these  recommended  changes,  you  may 
also  discover  additional  things  that  you 
believe  should  be  reviewed  for  possible 
change.  Please  bring  these  items  to  the 
attention  of  Mac  Kennady  so  that  the 
Committee  can  review  them  and  make 
the  appropriate  recommendation. 

This  notice  constitutes  compliance 
with  the  requirements  of  Article  15,  Sec¬ 
tion  15.01  relative  to  providing  the  ap¬ 
propriate  written  notice  that  we  intend 
to  alter  or  amend  the  by-laws  at  our  next 
Board  meeting. 

Article  2,  Section  2.01.2  reads: 

ASSOCIATE:  An  individual  who 
is  a  member  of  the  immediate  family  of  a 
regular  member. 

Change  to  read: 

ASSOCIATE:  An  individual  who  is 
a  member  of  the  immediate  family  and/ 


or  a  resident  in  the  household  of  a  regu¬ 
lar  member. 

Article  2,  Section  2.01.4  reads: 

LIFE:  An  individual  over  18  years 
of  age,  being  a  regular  member  in  good 
standing,  for  the  preceding  three  years, 
who  files  written  application  for  Life 
Membership  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
Association,  whose  name  is  published  in 
the  official  publication  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion  prior  to  the  Semi-annual  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion,  who  is  approved  by  a  majority  vote 
and  who  fulfills  the  requirements  of  reg¬ 
ular  membership. 

Change  to  read: 

LIFE:  An  individual  over  18  years 
of  age,  who  files  written  application  for 
Life  Membership  with  the  Secretary  of 
the  Association,  whose  name  is  pub¬ 
lished  in  official  publication  of  the 
Association,  who  receives  no  objections 
to  the  application,  will  become  Life 
Member  upon  payment  of  full  Life  Mem¬ 
bership  dues  amount. 

Article  2,  Section  2.02  reads: 
APPROVAL  OF  MEMBERS:  Mem 

bership  shall  be  open  to  all  interested 
persons  fulfilling  requirements  con¬ 
tained  herein.  Members  shall  be  ap¬ 
proved  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Board 
of  Directors. 

Change  to  read: 

APPROVAL  OF  MEMBERS:  Mem 
bership  shall  be  open  to  all  interested 
persons  fulfilling  requirements  con¬ 
tained  herein.

SHIP:  The  Board  of  Directors,  by 
affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the 
members  of  the  Board,  may  suspend  or 
expel  a  member  for  cause  as  determined 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  after  a  hearing 
and  may,  by  a  majority  vote  of  those 
present  at  any  regularly  constituted 
meeting,  terminate  the  membership  of 
any  member  who  becomes  ineligible  for 
membership.  The  Secretary  shall  re¬ 
move  from  the  roles,  those  members  who 
become  ineligible  for  membership  due  to 
default  of  dues  payments  as  fixed  in 
Article  11,  Section  11.04. 

Article  3,  Section  3.01: 

The  seventh  word  in  the  second  line 


reads:  “would.”  Change  this  word  to 
“will.” 

Article  3,  Section  3.04: 

Add  the  words  “shall  be  issued" 
between  the  words  “meeting,”  and  “not" 
in  the  second  line. 

Article  4,  Section  4.02: 

Delete  the  last  sentence  in  its  en¬ 
tirety  and  replace  it  with  the  following 
sentence:  “Each  Director  shall  hold 
office  until  either  the  following  election 
as  prescribed  in  these  by-laws  and  until 
his  successor  shall  have  been  elected  or 
appointed  and  qualified,  or  until  the 
Director  is  removed  or  resigns  from 
office.” 

Article  4,  Section  4.05: 

Delete  the  fourth  sentence  in  its 
entirety  and  replace  it  with  the  follow¬ 
ing  sentence:  “Any  Director(s)  may 
waive  notice  of  any  meeting." 

Article  5,  Section  5.01: 

Delete  the  first  sentence  in  its  en¬ 
tirety  and  replace  it  with  the  following 
sentence:  “The  officers  of  the  corpora¬ 
tion  shall  be  a  President,  one  or  more 
Vice  Presidents  (the  number  thereof  to 
be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Direc¬ 
tors).  a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer,  and 
District  Governors  who  shall  be  elected 
from  the  membership  residing  in  Texas, 
and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  elected 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Article.”
